J. D. WOODRUFF. 

Native of Kent, was educated under the Benedictine Monks at 
Downside in Bath, served under the Foreign Office and Admiralty 
in Holland in the latter part of the war, won an exhibition at 
New College, the Lothian Prize in 1921 and a first class in the 
Final History School in 1923; an active supporter of Mr. Asquith. 
Father’s mother’s family, the Winthrops, were prominent among 
the settlers in New England in the 17th century. Ex-president 
of the Oxford University Liberal Club. 

MALCOLM MACDONALD. 

Born in Lossiemouth, Scotland, (his father’s native place), in 
August, 1901. Educated in Bedales School, in Hampshire, a co¬ 
educational school. Got scholarship in History to Oxford, where 
at Queen’s College he studied History and Economics. In 1923 
and 1924 he contested the Bassetlaw Division of Nottinghamshire 
in the General Elections as Labour Candidate. He is the son of 
the former Prime Minister of Great Britain. 

M. C. HOLLIS. 

Born at Asebridge, Somerset, England, on March 29, 1902. Edu¬ 
cated at Eton and Balliol College, Oxford, entering the latter in 
1920. President of the Union in 1923. Has written for one or two 
English papers and has contributed to the Outlook.
